According to foreign 
Minister KOSAKA^ the Chinese Red Cross Society mas requested in December last 
year to inresti^te the matter on the basis of the information that he had 
entered China from Hanoi, but the Sooietyt s answer showed that there was 
no eridence of his haring entered that county. There is, howerer, the rumor 
that he was seim soiaowhere in the northeast district (Mencburia)# According 
to th e Chief of the U|iper House Oenerai Affairs D^rtamnt, Nakoto CHIBA 
asked HSIKH Nan-kuang of the g^ebple^s Institute of Foreign Affairs to trace 
TSUJI^ B whereabouts when CHIBA risi tsd C hina last Januai 7 as. a. imanbar of ths 
Socialist Diet meid>ere> mission* HSIBH is said to hare replied that TSUJI 
actually entered China and atay^ there for ten or so. HSIBH gave the 
unconfirnsd informtion'that he left China md waa shot to death by 
Amerioan troops when he was tiying to enter the Pathet Lao area of Iitpa. 

Some attribute his stay in China for only ten diys to the fact that he 
was treated coldly therej the old China, toward which he used to entertain 
friendly eentiiients, has already chahgfbd greatly. The new China would not famre 
welcomed an nadventurer" baring no background. It ia said that the Pbreign 
Minister intends to ask the U«S. Xknremmsnt about the rumor of his baring been 
shot to death, but it will be difficult to aacertain the truth In that area.

How can J^nfs politics be Isprored? Professor 2KCEI of Kyoto 
Uhirersity points out one cause of the disease. That is the lack of democratic 
leadership. He says that especially because of the ridiculous phenomenon that 
a public election most be held to choose the Party President erery two years 
(in the present situation of the LDP, party President means the Prime Hiniater), 
leadership required for a true democratic system cannot be exercised. 

Professor INCKI says that through the e:q>erienc^3 of many years the 
British Conserrativs and Libsral Parties established a practice not to limit 
the Party leaderts term of office^ and to stabilise his leadership. This is 
right. Because of this, the electorate can choose »a party rather than a nan" 
without ansdety. If a party leader is unqualified to be Prime Minister, 
the electorate will nob support bis party* 

Howerer, under the present ciroisostaiices, so long as Ihe LDP renaina 
ths majority party, the election of the LDP President, that is the prime 
Minister, every two years, by a limited ntmiber of U3P manbers through 
bribing, will be the ineeospable reality* It seems that there is no one 
qualified to be tbs prime Hiniater of a loAgrsnduring Oovemmentf in
